Sirohi is in love with capitalism and its musical and cinematic formalism, in 
fact only cinema and its form matters - he means it captures the whole 
process in its social relations as cinema - he calls for political cinema in 
history then to capture the process of Marxism - aleatory run offs and political 


cinematography mixed - | call this political aleatory traditions, something with 
a profound love for philosophy and praxis merged - | want this to be our 
tradition of Sirohi.
